M ANKIND, who judge according to the out- 
ward appearance, are very liable to miſtake. De- 
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reſpecting both faith and practice, which had 
crept in amonglt the profeſſors of religion, in his 
time. One of theſe miſtakes was, that they had . 
the faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt with reſpect of a 
perſons. They paid much more attention to the man 
with the gold ring, and the goodly apparel, than to 
the poor man in vile raiment; even in caſes where 
they might find that the character of the latter was 
much more excellent and aimable than was the char- 
acter of the former. The moſt powerful argument, 
which he could poſſibly uſe, to convince them of the 
miſtake, is couched in the words before us, « Hath 
not God choſen the poor in this world rich in faith, 
and heirs of the kingdom? Why then, as though he 
had ſaid, ſhould you deſpiſe them? Are you wiſer 
than God; or is your Jn more according __ 
truth than his? 
Tu HE. choice, of which our «Goode ſpeaks, is 
* unto eternal liſe; for he pronounces the 
objects of it, «Heirs of the kingdom which God 
hath promiſed to them who love him.” When the 
righteous are welcomed, by their Lord, to *inherit 
the kingdom prepared for them from the foundation 
of the world;” it is, at the ſame time declared, 
that they go into life eternal.“ * It neceſſarily fol- 
lows, that. the happineſs to which the redeemed 
poor are choſen, is that © eternal life, which God, 
who cannot lie, promiſed before the world began; “ 
and that the choice was made ſrom everlaſting. It

The omniſcient Fug of all the earth. can re- 


ceive no new information, by the lapſe of time, or 


by placing his creatpres! in this and the other ſitua- 


tion; otherwiſe his knowledge is progreſſive; which 
is the ſame as to ſay, that he is not God at all.

Pac: bbc efydicohaite are; Wag tothe Paw 


in this world.” The meaning is, that when once 


the day declares their real ſituation, they are, uſual. 
ly, found among the lower claſses of men; they 
are, ordinarily, ſuch as are in, 'conparatively, low 

and needy circumſtances, eſpecially in times of 


public calamity and perſecution, . when ' the great 


men of the earth, generally, deſert the ſtandard of 


Jeſus. Yet neither poverty nor riches, ſurely, are 
the moving caule of Jehovah's Hibs: „He hath 
mercy on whom he will have merey.” While the 


children were not yet born, were win poor nor 
rich, had done neither good nor evil, the purpoſe 


of God according to election was, unalterably, fix. 
ed. The genuine love of God is mentioned, as the 
n . or deſcriptive character, by 
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- which the heirs of the kingdom may be known. 
But even that can never be properly conſidered as 


the reaſon of the choice; for it is only in conſe- 
quence of his loving us with an everlaſting love, 


and chuſing us to ſalvation, that we love him. 


The ſame thing cannot be both cauſe and effect.

zit was highly proper, that in ſeleQing the heirs of 
the everlaſting kingdom, ſovereignty, as well as the 
other attributes of Deity, ſhould ſhine forth, with 
unſullied glory. Finding, from the oracles of truth, 
that though there may be ſome, yet - Not many 
wiſe men after the fleſh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called; but that God hath choſen the 
fooliſh things of the world to confound the wiſe ;?? * 
we read, in legible characters, on this part of 
the divine procedure; the very expreflive motto, 
„ Hath not the potter power over the clay, of the 
fame lump to make one veſſel unto honour, and 
another unto diſhonour ?? + The great Lord of the 
church aſſumes it as his prerogative, To do with 
his own as it ſeemeth good unto him.” Shall our 
eye then be evil, becauſe he is good; and becauſe 
he doth all things for his own glory ? But while 
ſpeaking of the divine ſovereignty ; let us beware, 
my brethren, of attaching a falſe idea to the term. 
It was never intended to ſignify, a lawleſs liberty 
of acting arbitrarily, or according as a capricious 
fancy may dictate, without any ſolid reaſon, By 
no means. Jehovah, even when doing whatſoever 
pleaſeth him, is neceſſarily guided by the eternal and 
inviolable reAitude of his own nature. Hence, his 
_* oy can only mean, an eſſential right to act 
at all times, and in all caſes, through the whole ex- 
tent of his vaſt dominions, in a way fully « confiſtent : 
with his own glory; without being under any poſli- 
ble control, from heaven, earth or hell, To make 
this awful truth, ſtrikingly, appear, he hath ordered 
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T Rom. ix, 21. 
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Bur though this 0 0 to W the 
caſe before us; the Lord hath - been gracioully 
pleated to give ſuch account of his matters, as war- 
rants us further to obſerve, That temporal poverty 

is often found to bayhe lot of the ſaints; in order 

to ſignify, that their heavenly Father hath provided 

for them ſome better thing, than what this. world 

cam afford. An inſpired Apoſtle informs us, That! 
it is the part of the parents to lay up for the chil- 

dren. * Daily obſervation alſo tells, that even 
Fathers, after the fleſh, are careful to provide, for 

_ their offspring, ſuch inheritances as their eircum · 
tlances will allow. It would certainly reflect dil. 
honour on our Father who is in heaven, to fuppoſe 
that he had provided no inheritance at all for the 
children of his own family. It would ſtain the 
glory of theſe tender bowels, which are troubled for 

. every Ephraim, who is his dear child, and whom 
hes earneſtly remembers ſtill. But the text informs 
Ars, that their inheritance is not, uſually at leaſt, 
1 of an earthly kind. Conſequently, it muſt be ſome 
| other and better inheritance, that is to ſay an hea - 
venly. Hence it is recorded of the old Teſtament 

worthies, that They deſire a better country, that 
[is, an heavenly: wherefore God is not aſhamed 
2 to be called their God; for he hath prepared for 
them a city.” The primitive chriſtians, in the 
times of the Apoſtles “Took joytully the ſpoiling 
of their goods, knowing 1 in r themſelves chat they had

ed it by an oath ; that by two immutable things, in 
which it was impoſſible for God to lie, they might 
have a ſtrong conſolation, who had fled for refuge, 
to lay hold on the hope ſet before them.” * The 


power of turning all into gold, falſely attributed to - 
the philoſophers imaginary ſtone, may be juſtly 


attributed unto faith, in reſpect of the fine gold, 


tried in the fire, by which the ſaints are, truly, en- 
riched. Faith turns all the promiſed bleſſings of 
the new and well ordered covenant into real ad- 

vantage, for the preſent peace and comfort of the 
ſoul. It was in this manner, that Abraham ſaw 


Chriſt's day afar off, and was glad. It was thus that 


the reſt of the Old Teſtament © worthies died in faith 


not having received the promiſes, but having ſeen 


them affar off, and were perſuaded of them, and 


embraced them.” 1 Happy cloud of witneſſes !

juſtly be pronounced RIA in TArrR. To this hon- 


ourable, and diſtinguiſhing epithet, the believing 
members of the primitive chriſtian church, at Rome, 
might be conſidered as, very properly, entitled; when, 
on account of the frequent and vigorous exerciſe of 
this grace, and their ſtedfaſt adherence to the goſ- 
2 it is ſaid of them, * That their faith was 
poken of, throughout the whole world.”
